“The issue in this election,” says Dellums, “is wheth- 
er the candidate supports or rejects the policies that h 
dominated this country for the past 20 months.” 

Dellums well realizes that the Eighth Congressional 
District, which encompasses Berkeley and parts of Oak- 
land, west and central Contra Costa County, is perhaps 
the most liberal in California. 

Dellums was elected on an anti-Vietnam War plat- 
form 12 years ago, and since then has remained one of the 
most consistent opponents of military spending and Re- 
pyblican policies in the Congress. 

Now, during his seventh election, the 46-year-old ex- 
aianpower specialist is facing his toughest challenge yet: a 
well-funded Republican named Claude Hutchison from 
Lafayette. 

Tlie country has changed drastically during Dellums’ 
tenure. The issues that served as a backdrop to his first 
campaign seem distant — the riots over People’s Park, 
Weathermen bombings across the country, the investiga- 
tion into the killings at Kent State, even a blistering attack 
on Dellums from Vice President Spiro Agnew, and a sub- 
sequent rejoinder from the candidate to the effect that 
Agnew was carrying out a policy of “genocide and political 
repression from coast to coast.” 


They were hardly times that conjure up a feeling of 
nostalgia, but they did produce the man who has since 
become one of the most influential politicians in the East 
Bay.

More money woes 


for. local schools

LBANY — Since Prop. 13 was 
passed, Albany school officials 


have not only had less money 
to spend on schools, they’ve had'less 
say Over how it’s spent. 

Superintendent Stephen Goldstone 
told the school board last Tuesday 
that since the property tax cut was 
passed in 1977, schools are getting 
more money from the state and less 
from local government. 

“We all know that he who holds 
the purse strings is going to tell you 
how to spend the money,” Goldstone 
said. 

“In 1977-78 (when Prop. 13 was 
passed), the district’s state income 
was $1,211,562 and the local income 
was $3,266,397.” 

“The next year that totally re- 
versed itself,” he said. ‘We got $3,- 
153,280 from the state and $1,393,620 
in local funds. 

“This is,a very dramatic shift,” he 
said. “It has a significant influence on 


how the school is governed and who's 
going to have the control.” 

To make things worse, he said, the 
school board is required by law to 
bargain with local unions even though 
they have no say over how much state 


money they have to meet union de- 
mands. 
Goldstone distributed a chart 


which showed that though inflation 
has been soaring each year since 
Prop. 13 passed, school income has 
either decreased. or increased too 
little to compensate for inflation. 

School income is expected to de- 
crease One percent in 1982-83. 

“The result,” he said, “is that in a 
period of ravaging inflation, we have 
received a total increase of only 13 
percent (since 1977),” 

Also, he said, under the Serrano- 
Priest decision, Albany has received 
even less of that increase than the rest 
of California because it is a relatively 
wealthy community. 

The Serrano Priest decision re-

Hutchison’s challenge

laude Hutchison says he is convinced that there is a 

coalition of Republicans, independents, and moder- 

ate Democrats who want a change in the Eighth 
Congressional District. 

Hutchison, a 44-year-old ex-president of Security 
National Bank, is so sure of this that he is taking on the 
improbable: a race against Ronald Dellums, the six-term 
Tepresentative of the solidly Democratic district, which 
encompasses Berkeley, East Oakland and certain portions 
of West Contra Costa County. 

As a moderate Republican, Hutchison says, he can 
successfully challenge Dellums’ long hold on the district. 

Hutchison can boast this year of the formation of the 
Democrats for Hutchinson, led by Berkeley City Council 
member Leo Bach and BART Director: Art Shartsis. 

“Hutchison stands for all the things I've been fighting 
for,” Bach says. “He's for jobs and is a fighter for at- 
tracting business.” 

In such a heavily Democratic district — the district 
has 203,000 registered Democrats and only 83,000 regis- 
tered Republicans — moderate is the key word for Hut- 
chison. So the word “moderate” occurs in his conversation 
regularly — just as, presumably for a similar reason, he 
did not mention President Reagan by name once in a 90- 
minute interview. 

But he is not coy about his party affiliation. 

“The president is a Republican, I'm a Republican,” 
Hutchison says. “On the vast majority of issues we'll be in 
agreement.” %, 

He says he differs from the president on a number of 


issues. “The size of the deficit troubles me,” he says. “If 
we allow a deficit of such magnitude, it’s likely to drive 
interest rates back up and rekindle inflation.” 

Still, Hutchison says, “the president deserves an enor- 
mous amount of credit for bringing inflation down thus 
far.” Interest rates, he predicts, will soon follow, and he

heralded the recent stock market surges as an “economic 
turnaround” — a term President Reagan’s economic ad- 
visers have been reluctant to use. 

Hutchison says he receiveda commitment from the 
National Republican Congressional Committee to assist in 
his campaign. So far the committee has contributed $9000 
— $5000 of this in the primary — and will provide match- 
ing funds of $18,000 for a mailer before the election, he 
says. 

Hutchison says that as of Sept. 30 his committee had 
collected $263,000 and had spent $253,000 of that. 

His election strategy has brought charges of ‘“red- 
baiting” from the Dellums camp. One mailer paints Del- 
lums as pro-Soviet; another says, “One word describes 
Congressman Ron Dellums...ineffective.” 

Hutchison’s only previous elected office was on the 
Lafayette School Board. He grew up in Berkeley (his fa- 
ther, the late Claude Sr., was the city’s mayor from 1955 to 
1963) and he received a bachelor’s degree in business from 
UC-Berkeley and later an MBA from Harvard. 

He began work as a financial analyst for Security Na- 
tional Bank in 1965 and recently retired as its president. 

Hutchison is an active member of the UC-Berkeley 
Alumni Association, currently president of the Friends of 
the Cal Crew Association, and says his leisure time is spent 
skiing and relaxing with his family. 

“I’m convinced the philosophy of Ron Dellums is not 
now representative of the mainstream of thinking in Ber- 
keley,” he said, 

On the issues, Hutchison emerges as a Gerald Ford- 
ish moderate, unhappy with the liberal policies of the last 
few decades. 

“For the past 28 years,’ Hutchinson says, “the House 
has been controlled by the liberals. I think a change is in 
order, The recession didn’t start in 1981 with this admin- 
istration. 

“What the national administration has worked so 
hard to do is effect a substantial change in direction by the 
institution of policies that would reduce the size of govern- 
ment and slow down the increase in the cost of govern- 
ment.” 

On national defense issues, Hutchison places himself 
between the hawks and the doves. He says that while he 
did not approve of all of the actions of ex-Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig, he believes that Haig combined the 
best of both of two schools of thought in foreign policy: 
brinksmanship and detente. 

Hutchsion says he supports the nuclear freeze initia- 
tive on the November state ballot — but with reserva- 
tions. 

“It implies a mutual good faith on both sides,” he says 
of the freeze. ‘‘But we’ve not seen a demonstration of that 
by the Soviets in reviewing their conduct over the last 40 


years.” 
On energy: “My analysis tells me our demand over 


time will increase rather than decrease; therefore I don’t 
think we can afford to categorically reject any energy al- 
ternative — solar, geothermal, or windpower. I think we 
should continue our efforts with nuclear power. 

“The record of nuclear power on balance is pretty 
good.” 

On abortion: “It’s an abhorrent thing by definition 
However, as repugnant as it is, it is not the proper role of 
government as a matter of law to decide whether a woman 
can or cannot have an abortion.” 

However, in a recent debate he expressed his oppo- 
sition to government funding for abortions. 

Hutchison says he supports President Reagan's recent 
human rights certification of El Salvador, and supports 
continued U.S. involvement in the area because of what 
he said was the growing influence of Cuba and Nicauargua 
in the area. ‘
